QUO VADIS, 
AUSTRALIA? 


— By LOU GAUTIER — 

The financial success of Ferencvaros’ two matches against 
Adstralia should encourage the ASF to provide more sparring- 
partners for the Socceroos before they leave Australia on May 20. 


The teams played to a 
packed house at Adelaide's 
Hindmarsh Stadium: and in 
Sydney last Sunday, despite 
atrocious weather, nearly 
16,000 turned up to watch 
the scoreless draw. 

The two games against 
the Hungarians will prove 
quite useless unless the na- 
tional team’ gets some’ back- 
tip matches before their 
departure 

Quo vadis, Australia? 
Where docs the team go 
from here? 

The match against an 
Auckland X1, on March 20) 
cannot be regarded as a 
true test for the Socceroos. 

‘We are delighted to haye 
the Kiwis in our midst, but 
the Australian team needs 
something more substantial 
jin the way of trial horse 

The Aucklanders will pro- 
vide nothing like the opposi- 
tion they will face in Ham- 
burg and West Berlin, 

In April all that’s planned 
at this stage for the Soccer 
00s are two. games against 
the Australian under-23 
team, before and after its. 
{ndonesian tour. 

Our World Cup players 
cannot be expected to treat 
those matches with the 
same setiousness as they 
would against Buropean or 
South American opposition 

‘Auckland and the under- 
23s may provide spirited 
opposition, but those mat- 
ches will do little to pre- 
pare the national! team men- 
tally and psychologically for 
the stiffer tasks ahead) 


Tt 3s not too Tate for the 
ASE to rethink its pathetic 
ally inadéquate pre-World 
Cup plans 
» { am sure that a couple 
of South American teanis 
¢an be lured to Australia, 
let alone a full Asian na- 
tional team, say North 
Noreéa, with whom Austraha 
is about to exchange am- 
bassadors. 

The Ferencvaros tour, 
which, incidentally, was 
sponsored by the NSW Fed: 
eration, not the ASF, has 
shown that there is a 
“market” now for the Aust- 
tralian team. 


GOOD DRAW 


Australia’s 1973 World 
Cup campaign has fired the 
imagination of the Aust: 
ralian public at large, as the 
Gapacity crowd in Adelaide 
showed. 

Even if the ASF had to 
outlay $65,000 to bring out 
a South American side, the 
money could be recouped at 
the gate.

The East Germans are 
so worried about demonstra- 
tions that they were even 
considering Setting up their 
headquarters in. Bast Ger- 
many — at Schwerin — 
and only fly to Hamburg 
and West Berlin for their 
matches.

The East German Foot- 
ball Federation is seriously 
concerned that the spectre 
Of politics may overshadow 
sport in the carly round 
matches. 

At one stage, it seemed 
that Fast Germany might 
well withdraw from the 
competition altogether out 
of sympathy for the Soviet 
Union who were “excluded” 
from the World Cup seties 
for refusing to take part in 
a play-off tie against Chile 
in Santiago Tast November. 


INDIGNATION 


‘Then East Germany ral- 
lied staunchly behind the 
Soviet cause and maintained 
a daily barrage of angry 
indignation in the Press 
over FIFA’s decision to 
allow a match to be played 
in a stadium where, it 
claimed, “thousands of 
Chilean patriots were besti- 
ally tortured'and murdered.” 

‘But in. the end, neither 
East Germany nor Poland 
were prepared to miss the 
chance of taking part. 
Withdrawal would un- 
doubtedly have angered 
thousands of football Peers 
in both States, and Jed to 
resentment against the 
Soviet Union.

“So I accepted this job which I really find most 
satisfying.” 

Now over 60, and a grandfather, Winterbottom 
still recalls vividly his most traumatic experience — 
fae 3-6 defeat against Hungary at Wembley in 
1953. 


“That was a phenomenal team that beat us,” he 
said, “Every player an artist, the whole team like a

“Mind you, we had four ‘new caps’ in the Eng- 
land team on the day — forced on me by the nine 
selectors.
